Trade Stimulation’ 


Thero appears to be no doubt that 
In quantities of wood oil, cereals, 
fruit and eggs will movo- south by 
rail ns soon na the railway is com- 
ploted, whilst metals and mineral 
ores will bo transported in inereasing 
quantities os soon as the various 
mines aro exploited. Conversely auch 
commodities as salt, sugar, flour, 
oils, manufactured and plece goods, 
and machinery should be’ transport- 
ed-by the return haul. 

Passenger traffic ‘batween all points 
in the North, the upper Yangtze 
valley, and Canton and Hongkong 
will be stimulated considerably _ by 
the completion ‘of the linc, a8 pre- 
viously a | round-about route vio 
Shanghai had to be taken, The line 
is sufficiently beautiful to attract 
tourists, provided suitable accom- 
modation Is provided’ at stop-overs. 
The carrying of highor class pas- 
senger traflle must depend fo a great 
extent on apecd, so that the 40 hours 
overall timing between Canton and 
Hnnkow nt present contemplated can- 
not bo regarded with “‘satisfaction. 
This timing will no doubt bo reduced 
progressively. in the. course of a few 
years to less than 24 hours, so that 
when tho line from Hankow to Pei- 
ping is rehabilitated, it may be 
possible to travel by rail from Hong- 
kong to Peiping in 2% days. Then 
ngain the through route to Calais vin 
Siberian, Moscow, Warsaw and Berlin 
is not beyond the realms of 
possibility, as the first 150 miles step 
towards changing to standard the 
5.0” pauge of the North Manchuria 
and tho Russinn systema which ¢x- 
tend from Hsinking to Minsk has al- 
rendy been taken.

PEACE, PROGRESS AND 
PROSPERITY 


“Tila Late Majesty King George V 
was oa firm friend of the Lengue 
ef Nationa, and during his life- 
time showed that his own philo- 
sophy had much in common with 
that on which the international in- 
stitution at Geneva was founded. 
Like most of the leading statesmen 
of his ‘time, this Sovereign 
recognised that—only—by—the—paths 
of peace could a great Empire 
progress: from strength to greater 
strength, and to lasting prosperity, 
Whenever he had the opportunity 
he stressed the need for world 
recognition of this truth. Like the 
Greeks, this Monarch appreciated 
that man‘s best works-were accom- 
plished in an atmosphere « of 
security; and that security could 
only bo assured when ‘peace was 
guaranteed. It was: for His 
Majesty's funeral that so many of 
the statesmen and rulers of Europe 
assemblied-in-London-recently;-and 
the fact that. advantage was taken

After one false start murked by 
incidents almost without precedent in 
French. court history, the  threa 
Croatian ‘terrorists charged with -the 
murder of -King Alexanders of 
Jugoslavia and Forcign- Minister 
‘Loufs Barthou at Blarseilles on 
October -9, 1034, go on trial fora 
second time here to-morrow morning 
before a packed, heavily. guarded 
Assizes court. ‘ 

Again this staid little provincial 
town has become the centro of all 
oyes.. Scores of newspapermen and 

hotographers to-day flocked here: 
rom Paris and other capitals of 
Europe,.. ileavy: detachments of 
mobilo- guards took up their ‘posts 
about the Palais de Justico and at 
‘strategie points in town, whilo plain- 
clothes. policemen and inapectors of 
the Sureta Nationals mingled with 
the crowds‘in tho ordinarily quict 
and‘ austere streets, carcfully watch- 
ing all visitora and closely serutiniz- 
ing the papers of those who sought 
to enter the court.

ABLE ADDRESS: BY- 
PROF. SIMPSON 


An interesting address on the 
life and literary career of George 
Borrow, the mid-Victorian author, 
wis given by Professor Ki. K. 
Simpson at the monthly meeting 
of the English Association at the 
Helena May Instltuta yesterday. 
His Excellency the Governor, Sir 
Androw Caldecott,’ was in the 


The address wan listencd to a 
large rathoring, including the Hon, 
Sir Thomus: Southorn, Sir William 
Horncil, the Hon, Mr. M. K. Lo and 
Mra. Lo, Mr. It. H. Kotewall, Mr, and 
Mrs. G. P. de Martin, Mr. Edgar 
Davidson, tho Rov.

Hila namo once appeared in the adver-

U.S. NEUTRALITY: 
CONTROVERSY 


The controversy that is rag- 
ing in the United States on the 
question of an extension of the 
provisions of the Neutrality 
Bill is easily understandable. 
On the one side, we have those 
who want America to follow a. 


policy of isolation at all costs; 
on the other, there are ranged 
those who believe that the 
United States, although not a 
membor of ..the League of 
Nations, should do her utmost 
to uphold the principles to 
which that body stands com- 
In view of America’s 
adherence to various pacts 
aimed at preventing war and 
stopping_it_once_it_breaks out, 
there should be doubt as to her 
attitude in ‘such a contingency 
as has arisen by Italy openly | 
disregarding her covenants not 
to resort to wars of aggression. 
Yot so strong is the American 
tradition not to ‘become en- 
tangled in outsido quarrels that 
there is natural hesitancy to 
take any step which might’ in- 
volve the United States -in 
another. war. Before the 
Neutrality Bill came into being, 
Supporters of the League con- 
sidered with dubioos and 
anxious eyes the prospect of a 
rigid American refusal to allow 
any dimunition of U.S, trading 
rights, But it was soon seen 
that the Roosevelt Government, 
at the first test, interpreted 
atrict neutrality'in such a way 
as to make: possible co-operation 
with the League in collective 
measures to restrain a peace-

PEACE, PROGRESS AND 
PROSPERITY 


Niis Late Majesty Kiny George V 
was a firm friend of the League 
of Nations, and during hia Ife- 
time showed that his own philo- 
sophy hac much {n common with 
that on which the internationnl in- 
stitution at Geneva was founded. 
Like most of the leading statesmen 
of his time, this 
‘recognised that only by the paths 
of pence could a great Emplro 
progress from strength to greater 
strength, and to lasting prosperity, 
Whenever he had the. opportunity 
he stressed the need for world 
recognition of this truth. Like the 
Greeks, this Monarch appreciated 
that nian’s best works wero accom- 
plished in ,an atmosphere of 
security; and that security could 
only bo: assured when peace was 
guaranteed.
